Medical  Examination  of  Pharmacists. — 
A  notice  issued  by  the  Central  Pharmaceu- 
tical War  Committee  states  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  medical 
examination  of  pharmacists  and  dispensers 
under  the  age  of  thirty  at  registration 
without  prejudice  to  the  existing  deferment 
positions  of  the  men  concerned.

of  the  medical  examination. 

Greeting  to  Swiss  Pharmacy  Students. — 
The  British  Pharmaceutical  Students' 
Association  has  sent  the  following  message 
to  the  Swiss  Society  of  Pharmacy  on  the 
occasion  of  the  latter's  centenary  celebra- 
tion:  "We;  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Students'Association,  send  greetings  to  the 
Swiss  Society  of  Pharmacy  on  the  celebra- 
tion of  its  centenary  and  look  forward  to 
meeting  the  Swiss  pharmacists  and  students 
after  the  cessation  of  hostilities." 

Inquest. — An  inquiry  was  held  at  St. 
Albans  recently  into  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  death  of  a  twenty-three  months 
old  child.  The  mother  stated  she  had  bought 
a  bottle  of  lysol  which  was  in  a  cardboard 
carton.  This  was  placed  on  the  table  while 
she  went  to  another  room.  Returning  on 
hearing  a  scream  she  found  the  bottle  on 
the  floor  and  the  child  with  his  hands  to 
his  mouth.  The  child  died  on  the  way  to 
the  hospital.  Questioned  by  the  Deputy 
Coroner  in  regard  to  the  cork  used  in  the 
lysol  bottle,  a  medical  practitioner  said : 
Corks  vary.  It  is  not  the  usual  type.  They 
usually  press  down  very  tightly.  It  is  not 
the  usual  type  I  have  been  accustomed  to 
seeing.  The  Deputy  Coroner  said  the  boy 
died  from  lysol  poisoning  which  he  took 
himself,  and  the  verdict  would  be  one  of 
"Death  by  misadventure."  It  was  an 
unfortunate  accident  that  this  child  got 
the  bottle,  and  unfortunate  that  the  cork 
was  one  which  could  be  easily  removed. 

"  Ultimatum  "  to  London  Chemists. — In 

a  firmly  worded  memorandum  to  all 
chemists  under  contract  with  Insurance 
Committees  in  the  area  of  the  London 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  except  those 
situate  within  the  City  boundary,  the 
secretary  of  the  latter  committee  (Mr.  G.  A. 
Tocher,  M.P.S.)  states  that  complaints 
have  been  received,  both  from  the  Insurance 
Committee  and  from  the  Panel  Committee/ 
of  inadequate  dispensing  service.  In  some 
districts  the  complaints  are  found  to  be 
justified.  Chemists  are  reminded  that 
National  Health  Insurance  dispensing  is 
a  public  service  under  Act  of  Parliament ; 
that  under  the  terms  of  service  one  or  more 
shops  in  every  district  must  be  open  to 
insured  persons  until  7  p.m.  daily  through- 
out  the   year,    except   on   closing  days, 


Sundays,  and  Bank  holidays;  and  that 
when  a  shop  is  closed  it  is  necessary  to 
exhibit  a  notice  indicating  other  places 
where  medicines  may  be  obtained  locally. 
The  letter  states  that  if  there  are  no 
chemists'  shops  open  regularly  until  7  p.m. 
in  the  area  of  the  recipient,  a  rota  must  be 
formed  at  once.  A  postcard  is  enclosed  on 
which  details  of  local  conditions  must  be 
inserted  and  which  must  be  forwarded  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
within  seven  days. 

Manchester  Garden  Party. — A  garden 
party,  arranged  jointly  by  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  local 
Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  was 
held  at  Wythenshaw  Park  on  August  25, 
by  courtesy  of  the  City  Corporation.  The 
chief  attractions  were  golf  on  the.  miniature 
golf  course  in  the  Park,  and  a  bowling 
competition.  Tea  was  served  in  the  library 
at  Wythenshaw  Hall.  After  tea,  .the 
Association  president  (Mr.  W.  Edwards) 
handed  their  prizes  to  the  winners  in  the 
golf  competition,  as  follows  -.—Ladies,  1, 
Mrs.  F.  D.  Gee;  2,  Miss  Latts;  Gentlemen, 
1,  Mr.  F.  C.  Baines;  2,  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin. 
The  bowling  competition  lasted  until  late 
in  the  evening,  the  winners  being: — Ladies, 
Mrs.  H.  G.  Pilling  and  Miss  Sharpies; 
Gentlemen,  Messrs.  W.  E.  Phillipson  and 
T.  Miller.  The  prizes  were  very  generously- 
provided  by  Messrs.  W.  Edwards  (Associa- 
tion president),  H.  Brindle  (chairman, 
branch  of  the  Society),  and  E.  Cronin 
(chairman,  N.P.U.  branch). 

Birmingham  Analyst's  Report. — The  Bir- 
mingham City  Analyst,  in  his  report  for  the 
second  quarter  of  1943,  states  that  of 
ninety-three  drugs  sampled  four  were  found 
incorrect.  A  sample  of  health  salts  had  the 
analysis  printed  on  the  label  as  required 
by  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941. 
Analysis  revealed  that  the  percentage  of 
sodium  bicarbonate  was  35-0  instead  of 
39*95  as  declared;,  of  tartaric  acid  29-1 
instead  of  39-95 ;  and  of  magnesium 
sulphate  5-6  instead  of  8-55.  Partial  de- 
composition had,  in  fact,  taken  place 
resulting  in  the  loss  of  part  of  the  bicar- 
bonate and  tartaric  acid  and  the  formation 
of  sodium  bitartrate  to  the  extent  of  14-3 
per  cent.  The  managing  director  of  the 
manufacturing  firm  was  interviewed  and 
proposed  to  have  an  analysis  carried  out, 
the  findings  to  be  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Department.  A  sample  of  malt- 
extract  tablets  contained  .  19  per  cent,  of 
extraneous  mineral  matter. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Disposal  of  War  Stocks 

The  problem  of  the  disposal  of  surplus 
Government  stocks  after  the  war  is  ended 
has,  it  is  satisfactory  to  read,  been  tho- 
roughly discussed  by  an  American  official 
(p.  22 1).  The  "opposite  numbers"  in  the 
United  States  to  our  departmental  chiefs 
have  a  reputation  for  expansiveness  when 
a  matter  of  this  kind  arises.  Thus,  remem- 
bering the  witticism  of  Clemenceau  when 
he  was  told  that  President  Wilson  had 
promulgated  fourteen  points,  "Et  le  bon 
Dieu  se  contenta  de  dix,"  I  was  relieved  to 
notice  that  in  Mr.  T.  W.  Delahanty's  survey 
of  the  prospective  situation  only  five  points 
were  "outstanding."  His  remarks  were 
practical.  While  I  doubt  whether  "there 
should  be  much  less  cause  for  worry"  on 
the  part  of  commercial  communities  be- 
cause "the  management  and  plans  for  this 
war  were  so  much  more  thorough  and 
comprehensive  than  in  1914-18,"  I  agree 
that  "the  manufacturers  could  plan  in 
advance  to  forestall  the  problem,  should  it 
arise,"  and  that  "market  research  could 
act -as  a  further  insurance."  The  experience 
of  public  disposal  in  the  United  States  after 
the  last  war  shows,  among  other  things, 
that  sales  by  auction  yielded  the  best 
prices.  Whatever  methods  are  adopted  at 
the  close  of  the  present  war,  the  speaker 
was  entirely  sound  in  his  view  of  the  general 
aspects  of  this  many-sided  question,  and 
notably  on  such  points  as  credit  and  de- 
terioration. The  primary  problem  of  govern- 
ments will,  as  he  foresees,  be -"to  get 
production  back  into  normal  functioning 
as  rapidly  as  possible  and  with  this  view  all 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  can  agree. 

On  a  Desert  Island 

By  what  is  no  doubt  a  printer's  error, 
the  "rescue"  of  Alexander  Selkirk  is  made, 
on  p.  233,  to  take  place  in  1769.  Selkirk 
died  in  1723.  Though  his  career  may  have 
suggested  hints  for  the  narrative  of  "  Robin- 
son Crusoe,"  he  can  hardly  be  regarded  as 
the  original  of  the  hero  of  that  book.  The 
matter  is  discussed  at  length  in  one  of  the 
volumes  (the  fourth,  I  think)  of  Dr.  Ernest 
Baker's  "The  English  Novel,"  and  more 
briefly  in  Chapter  IX  of  the  late  R.  H.  U. 
Bloor's  delightful  book,  "The  English  Novel 
from  .Chaucer  to  Galsworthy."  Mr.  Bloor 
points  out  that,  according  to  the  evidence, 
Dampier,  an  explorer  and  pirate  born  in 
1652,  knew  of  three  "Robinson  Crusoes" 
on  the  island  of  Juan  Fernandez,  and  knew 
two   of  them  personally.    Dampier  was 


present  when  Selkirk,  at  his  own  desire, 
left  his  ship  and  landed  for  a  stay  on  the 
island.  There  were  two  good  reasons  for 
this  choice,  namely,  that  he  hated  the 
captain  of  his  ship  and  that  he  expected 
it  to  go  to  the  bottom.  Defoe,  with  his 
genius  for  assimilating  hints,  made  use,  no 
doubt,  of  Dampier's  "Voyages."  Thomas 
Dover  of  Dover's  powder  fame,  the  subject 
of  your  question,  has  a  further,  if  dubious, 
claim  to  remembrance  in  his  fondness  for 
prescribing  mercury,  a  subject  of  severe 
criticism  by  his  contemporaries.  He  may 
have  "got  away  with  it"  when  practising 
in  Gloucestershire ;  but  his  London  col- 
leagues used  their  pens  to  such  effect  on 
this  topic  that  he  saw  fit  to  reply  in  simi- 
larly vigorous  terms.  This  controversy  was 
referred  to  in  your  Special  Issue  of  June  29, 
1935-  ' 

Lavoisier 

The  bicentenary  of  the  birth  of  Antoine 
Laurent  Lavoisier,  which  occurred  on 
August  26,  would  in  normal  times  have 
attracted  more  public  attention  than  it  in 
fact  has.  The  work  of  several  distinguished 
predecessors— Mayow,  Boyle,  Priestley  and 
others — led  up  to  his  epoch-making  dis- 
covery of  the  importance  of  the  gas  he 
named  oxygen.  They  were  handicapped, 
however,  by  preconceived  theories,  and 
even  Priestley,  under  the  deadening  influ- 
ence of  the  phlogiston  hypothesis,  just 
missed  the  full  significance  of  his  famous 
experiment  with  "the  calx  of  mercury." 
With  true  scientific  detachment  he  com- 
municated his  results  to  Lavoisier  in  1774, 
and  the  French  scientist  followed  up  the 
clue.  In  1789,  the  year  of  the  outbreak  of 
the  French  Revolution,  Lavoisier's  treatise 
containing  his  conclusions  was  published. 
He  was  very  versatile,  his  studies  extending 
to  geology  and  even  to  finance.  His 
interest  in  pure  science  led  to  plans  for  the 
application  of  his  discoveries  to  daily  life. 
The  promoters  of  the  Revolution,  to  whom 
he  at  first  looked  for  reforms,  had  no  use 
for  him ;  and  at  the  age  of  fifty  he  was  sent 
to  the  guillotine  on  a  charge  of  maladminis- 
tration after  a  trial  that  was  a  travesty  of 
justice.  With  an  established  reputation  in 
and  beyond  France,  his  great  powers  might 
confidently  have  been  expected  to  yield 
further  benefits  to  mankind.  It  is  one  of 
the  tragedies  of  history  that  so  brilliant 
a  combination  of  the  scientific  and  the 
practical  in  the  same  brain  was  thus  lost 

to  the  world.  Xravser 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Dangerous  Drugs  Act. — At  Bexhill,  re- 
cently, J.  G.  Murray,  M.P.S.,  5  Collington 
Mansions,  pleaded  guilty  to  eight  offences 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations. 
He  was  summoned  for  supplying  dangerous 
drugs  in  four  prescriptions  without  entering 
them  in  the  register,  with  having  dispensed 
three  prescriptions  containing  such  drugs 
and  failing  to  mark  on  them  the  dates  on 
which  they  were  dispensed,  and  with  dis- 
pensing one  prescription  containing  a 
dangerous  drug  on  which  was  not  inscribed 
a  provision  by  a  doctor  that  it  could  be  dis- 
pensed a  second  time  after  a  certain  interval. 

According  to  police  evidence  no  entry  had 
been  made  in  the  register  between  November 
23,  1942,  and  June  29,  1943,  and  the  opinion 
had  been  formed  that  defendant  was 
attempting  to  give  his  customers  the 
attention  they  had  before  the  war  to  the 
detriment  of  his  records.  The  chairman  of 
the  magistrates  said  that  while  taking  into 
consideration  defendant's  health  conditions 
and  his  shortage  of  staff,  there  must  be  a 
conviction.  In  one  case  of  failing  to  make 
an  entry  in  the  register  he  would  be  fined 
£1,  with  17s.  3d.  costs,  in  one  case  of  failing 
to  mark  a  prescription  he  would  be  fined  10s., 
and  for  dispensing  a  prescription  a  second 
time  a  nominal  fine  of  2s.  6d.  was  imposed. 
The  other  summonses  were  dismissed. 

Alleged  Theft  of  Drugs. — At  a  field 
general  court  martial  at  Aldershot,  recently, 
Staff-Sergeant  Ronald  Garb,  R.A.M.C., 
pleaded  not  guilty  to  nine  charges.  The 
first  alleged  prejudicial  conduct  by  writing 
himself,  and  procuring  Pte.  E.  H.  Perry 
to  write,  certain  prescriptions  for  morphine 
and  improperly,  without  authority,  signing 
twenty-eight  prescriptions  in  the  name  of  a 
former  medical  officer  in  charge  of  the 
reception  station  where  accused  was  serving. 
Secondly,  Staff- Sergeant  Garb  was  charged 
with  stealing  50  tablets  of  morphine  tar- 
tarate,  and  there  was  a  third  alternative 
charge  of  receiving  the  tablets.  Next  was 
a  charge  of  stealing  50  tablets  of  potassium 
chlorate  and  50  tablets  of  formalin  and 
mint,  and  there  was  a  fifth  alternative 
charge  of  receiving.  The  remaining  charges 
related  to  the  alleged  thefts  of  the  following  : 
(6),  three  pairs  of  forceps;  (7),  250  tablets 
of  codeine,  500  tablets  of  aspirin,  500  tablets 
of  Dover's  powder,  a  roll  of  cotton  wool 
and  a  quantity  of  gauze  and  lint;  (8),  a 
case  containing  a  hypodermic  syringe  and 
drugs;  and  (9)  24  scalpel  blades. 

The  prosecution  said  with  regard  to  the 
first  charge  that  the  prescriptions  were  made 


out  to  cover  a  deficiency  in  solution 
morphine  which  the  dispenser  had  d; 
covered.  There  was  no  suggestion  th 
Garb  stole  the  morphine  or  had  used 
improperly.  After  witnesses  had  bei 
called,  accused  admitted  signing  the  pi 
scriptions  but  said  he  had  no  improp 
intent. 

The  Court  found  accused  not  guilty 
the  third,  fifth,  sixth  and  eighth  charge 
Findings  on  the  other  charges  will  be  macj 
known  later.

Product  of  his  Age 

<Vntoine  Laurent  Lavoisier 
is  born  in  Paris,  at  a  time 
len  the  rationalism  of 
>ltaire  was  the  prevailing 
ilosophy,  and  undoubted- 
•this  fact  had  its  influence 
his  career.  Of  outstand- 
y  mental  energy  and  financially  in  com- 
rtable  circumstances,  Lavoisier  was  cap- 
le  at  once  of  appreciating  the  new 
entific  activities  of  his  age,  and  of  being 
le  to  carry  out  experiments  on  a  generous 
lie.  At  the  early  age  of  twenty-five,  after 
tblishing  treatises  on  the  best  method  of 
uminating  the  French  capital,  and  on 
ological  phenomena,  he  was  admitted  to 
e  Academy  of  Science.  The  theories  of 
ack,  Cavendish  and  Priestley  concerning 
e  elastic  nature  of  fluids  and  gases 
irticularly  attracted  him,  and  his  ex- 
riments  were  subsequently  largely  in  this 
rection.  A  difficulty  that  kept  recurring 
him — after  early  experiments  on  phos- 
lorus  and  sulphur  had  shown  him  that 
ese  substances  increased  in  weight  after 
tmbustion— was  that  an  increase  in  weight 
Lould  mean  a  gain  of  something,  and  not 
le  loss  of  any  hypothetical  "phlogiston," 
ich  as  Priestley  and  others  postulated.  He 
irsued  his  logical  inferences  on  this  ques- 
on  between  1765  and  1777,  when  he  was 
ire  enough  of  his  facts  to  advance  proofs 
1'at  combustion  was  due  to  combination 
|  a  substance  with  a  gas  present  in  the 
tmosphere.  To  this  he  gave  the  name 
xygen  ("acid-producer")  from  a  mistaken, 


if  understandable,  belief  that  the  gas  was 
present  in  all  acids. 

Elucidation  of  the  Mechanics  of  Combustion 

Lavoisier's  title  to  have  shared  in  the 
discpvery  of  oxygen  has  been  discussed  at 
some  length  in  these  columns  (see  Annual 
Special  Issue,  1936,  p.  763).  There  is  thus 
no  occasion  at  this  juncture  to  enter  into 
any  controversy  on  the 
subject.  The  importance  of 
Lavoisier's  work  on  oxygen, 
however,  lies  in  the  revo- 
lutionary change  it  brought 
about  in  the  mental  attitude 
of  research  workers  towards 
i  the  whole  process  of  com- 
|  bustion.  The  clear-sighted 
I  French  experimenter  offered 
|  an  explanation  of  the  reac- 
|  tions,  composition  and 
I  quantitative  relations  of 
chemical  compounds  with- 
out the  help  of  a  "phlogis- 
ton." By  showing  the  con- 
nexion between  body  heat  . 
and  combustion  he  also 
paved  the  way  for  the 
modern  theory  of  meta- 
bolism. Finally,  he  estab- 
lished the  system  of  chemical  nomenclature 
which  •  remains  in  general  use — a  pregnant 
enough  tribute  to  his  prevision.  Lavoisier's 
work  on  combustion  and  calcination  began 
in  1772  with  his  collaboration  with  Macquer 
and  Cadet  in  their  attempts  to  burn  dia- 
mond. He  followed  this  by  experiments  in 
obtaining  elastic  fluids  by  heating  various 
substances  after  the  manner  of  Hales, 
Black,  MacBride  and  Priestley,  and  in 
work  on  the  calcination  of  metals  he  found 
that  there  was  a  limit  to  the  process  in  a 
limited  amount  of  air.  During  1773  he  was 
occupied  with  his  calces,  air  and  the  fixed 
air  (C02)  of  Dr.  Black  (see  below).  In  his 
mind  there  was  a  confusion  between 
"fixed  air"  and  that  portion  of  common 
air  which  was  the  active  agent  in  com- 
bustion and  calcination.  As  we  have 
already  seen,  Lavoisier  was  made  ac- 
quainted by  Priestley  in  October  1774  with 
the  results  obtained  by  the  latter  in  his 
experiment  in  the  previous  August  upon 
the  mercurius  calcinatus.  Lavoisier  re- 
peated Priestley's  experiment  in  March 
1775,  and  at  first  thought  the  released  air 
was  "fixed  air";  but  as  it  did  not  pre- 
cipitate lime  water  he  concluded  it  was 
common  air  with  "  a  little  of  the  nature 
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of  inflammable  air. ' '  During  1 776  and  1777 
he  prosecuted  his  work  upon  the  properties 
of  Priestley's  "  dephlogisticated  air,"  espe- 
cially in  regard  to  its  respirability  and  the 
maintenance  of  combustion  of  lighted 
candles.  He  noted  in  1777  that  a  burning 
candle  converted  only  /'the  pure  part"  of 
common  air  into  "fixed  air,"  and  showed 
that  air  consisted  of  two  elastic  fluids,  the 
"pure  part"  and  a  non-respirable  part. 
The  crucial  experiment  was  his  famous 
demonstration  in  which  he  calcined  mercury 
in  a  closed  vessel  for  twelve  days.  The 
residual  air  was  "mephitic."  The  calx  he 
had  obtained  was  then  heated  in  a  retort 
and  the  expelled  air  collected  over  water  ; 
this  was  respirable,  and  when  mixed  with 
the  residual  mephitic  air  the  mixture  had 
all  the  properties  of  common  air. 

Quantitative  Method 

That  the  quantitative  method  in  chemical 
investigation  was  inaugurated  by  Lavoisier 
has  been  disputed  by  Dobbie  (see  C.  c&»  D., 
1899,  II,  942),  who  demonstrated  the 
indebtedness  of  the  Parisian  to  the  Glasgow 
lecturer  Dr.  Black  (1728-1799).  Black's 
work  was  notably  on  the  alkalis  and 
alkali  carbonates,  whose  relationship  to 
one  another  he  elucidated,  and  there  is 
certainly  evidence  that  Lavoisier  made  use 
of  Black's  discoveries.  Nevertheless,  there 
is  no  disputing  the  fact  that  Lavoisier, 
whose  positions  as  director  of  the  French 
government's  gunpowder  mills  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Ferme  (the  private  concern 
entrusted  with  the  collection  of  the  taxes) 
gave  him  an  understanding  of  the  import- 
ance of  statistics,  developed  and  applied 
the  quantitative  method  in  all  his  re- 
searches. This  is  exemplified  in  his  exam- 
ination of  the  supposed  conversion  of  water 
into  "earth,"  of  which  the  following 
description  is  taken  from  "Occasional 
Fragments  of  Chemical  History  "  : — 

"After  having  boiled  water  continuously 
for  100  days  in  the  stoppered  'pelican,' 
Lavoisier  found  that  the  glass  had  been 
attacked  to  such  an  extent  that  it  had  lost 
17-38  grains  in  weight  and  that  the  solid 
matter  deposited  at  the  bottom  of  the 
pelican  weighed  4-9  grains,  while  the 
substances  in  solution  in  the  water  left 
behind  on  evaporation  weighed  15-5  grains 
— that  is,  the  total  solid  matter  recovered 
amounted  to  20-4  grains,  or  just  over  three 
grains  more  than  the  actual  loss  in  weight 
of  the  pelican.  Lavoisier  explained  that 
this  excess  might  be  attributed  to  the 
circumstance  that  the  liquid  contents  of 
the  pelican  had,  in  the  course  of  the  later 
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operations  of  the  experiment,  been 
renewed  contact  with  other  glass  vesse 
from  which  a  small  part  of  their  substanc 
might  have  been  dissolved.  Moreover,  h 
mentioned  it  as  probable  that  a  sma 
quantity  of  water  had  combined  with  tli 
earth." 

The  "Traite  Elementaire  de  Chimie, 
published  by  Lavoisier  in  1789,  has  bee 
likened  to  Newton's  "Principia"  in  i1 
effect  of  establishing  a  unified  science.  HI 
other  works  were  on  a  variety  of  subject 
ranging  from  agriculture  to  administratior 
but  even  the  titles  of  his  chemical  contribu 
tions  bear  witness  to  the  breadth  of  hi 
interests.  They  include  "The  Combustioi 
of  Phosphorus  and  Sulphur";  "Experi 
ments  with  Diamond";  "The  Calcination 
of  Tin";  "The  Solution  of  Mercury  ij 
Nitric  Acid";  and  "Carbonic  Acid."  Th 
end  of  Lavoisier  was  cruel  and  undeserved 
He  was  guillotined  in  1794  for  supposec 
malpractices  in  adulterating  tobacco  whih 
an  officer  of  the  Ferme.  When  he  wai 
executed,  Lavoisier  was  at  the  height  o; 
his  powers.  Had  he  survived  to  the  norma 
span  his  services  to  chemistry,  already 
immense,  might  have  been  incalculably 
greater. 


MUSTARD  GAS  POISONING 
IN  THE  HORSE 

Watson  ("Veterinary  Record,"  July  jH 
p.  301)  describes  the  case  of  a  pony  which 
apparently    suffered    from    mustard  gas 
poisoning  from  grazing  in  a  field  in  close) 
proximity  to  which  mustard  gas  had  beenj 
used  in  the  course  of  military  exercises 
The  initial  picture  was  one  of  extreme- 
nausea,  profuse  salivation,  and  every  fewi 
minutes  the  animal  dipped  its  nose  into 
a  nearby  trough  of  water.   The  salivation 
caused  fits  of  coughing.   The  entire  mouth 
region  was  freely  flushed  with  a  solution 
of  sodium  bicarbonate  (one  dessertspoonful 
to  a  pint  of  water),  the  eyes  and  nostrils 
were  sponged  with  solution  of  boric  acid, 
and  later  the  mouth  was  swabbed  three 
times   daily   with  a   solution  of  1-1,000 
acriflavine.    As  a  precautionary  measure 
the  feet  and  legs  were  washed  with  soap 
and  water  to  which  had  been  added  a  little 
sodium  carbonate.  The  water  in  the  drink- 
ing trough  was  replaced  by  a  solution  ois 
sodium  bicarbonate.  A  dose  of  ammonium 
carbonate  was  administered  by  a  stomach 
tube.     The  animal   commenced   to  feed 
normally  after  two  days  and  subsequently 
thrived  quite  well.  ,  _

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Control  of  Manufacture  and  Supply 

Manufacturers  who  are  included  in  the 
department's  Toilet  Preparations  Regis- 
ter will  by  this  time  each  have  received  an 
individual  licence  to  manufacture  and  sup- 
ply specified  types  of  controlled  goods  up  to 
a  certain  value  for  the  four-month  period 
September  1  to  December  31.  The  licence 
will  also  state  the  address  of  the  premises 
at  which  the  goods  are  to  be  manufactured, 
the  sizes  of  the  containers  in  which  the  goods 
are  to  be  packed,  and  the  minimum  value  of 
each  unit  to  be  counted  against  the  licence 
value  ;  where  a  higher  value  is  obtained  this 
will  be  taken  as  the  value  of  the  unit  against 
the  total  value  of  controlled  goods  stated 
on  the  licence.  Although  manufacturers' 
names  are  in  the  Toilet  Preparations  Regis- 
ter they  must  not  manufacture  any  class  of 
controlled  goods  without  first  having  ob- 
tained a  licence  to  do  so  from  the  Board  of 
Trade.  Manufacturers  are  not  permitted 
to  process  goods  which  are  not  their  own 
property,  but  exceptions  to  this  rule,  and 
similar  matters,  will  be  considered  in  cases 
where  two  or  more  firms  have  been 
"  concentrated." 

The  Control  of  Raw  Materials 

The  department  has  recognised  that 
much  of  the  abuse  of  former  Orders  has  been 
due  to  the  availability  of  raw  materials, 
much  of  them  from  unusual  and  new  sources, 
and,  to  some  extent,  to  the  introduction  of 
new  and  substitute  materials.  From  Sep- 
tember 1  it  has  been  an  offence  to  sell  raw 
materials  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
manufacturing  goods  controlled  by  the 
Order  except  to  firms  whose  names  appear 
in  the  department's  Toilet  Preparations 
Register,  and  to  retailers  who  may  be 
classed  as  authorised  suppliers  of  con- 
trolled goods  (retail  chemists)  if  they  were 
supplying  controlled  goods  of  their  own 
manufacture  on  October  i,  1941.  The  onus 
of  conforming  to  this  regulation  will  be  on 
the  supplier  of  the  raw  materials,  but  a 
purchaser  who  does  not  come  within  one  of 
the  above  categories  would  also  be  liable  to 
prosecution.  Suppliers  of  raw  materials  can 
check  the  names  of  wholesale  customers 
from  the  Toilet  Preparations  Register,  and 
in  the  case  of  orders  for  raw  materials  to  be 
used  for  making  controlled  goods  from  retail 
chemists,  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  a 
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declaration  from  buyers  that  they  are  author- 
ised but  unregistered  manufacturers  and 
suppliers  of  goods  controlled  by  the  Order. 

The  Retail  Chemist's  Position 

Retail  chemists,  provided  they  were 
manufacturing  and  selling  their  own  con- 
trolled goods  on  October  i,  1941,  are  given 
what  may  be  termed  "an  open  general 
licence"  to  make  and  sell  their  own  goods 
up  to  the  sales  value  of  ^41  13s.  4d.  in  any 
one  month.  Controlled  goods  purchased 
from  registered  suppliers  are  excluded  from 
this  value.  For  instance,  besides  making 
and  selling  his  "own  line"  controlled  goods 
to  the  above  value  a  chemist  can  sell  without 
limit  all  the  national  branded  toilet  pre- 
parations he  is  able  to  purchase. 

Marking  for  Identity  Purposes 

All  controlled  goods  must  be  clearly 
marked  on  the  container  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  maker  and  the  name  of  the 
controlled  product  prior  to  being  supplied. 
This  rule  is  to  be  rigidly  enforced  both  as 
regards  wholesale  and  retail  transactions, 
and  offenders  are  likely  to  be  prosecuted 
without  warning  for  a  first  offence.  It  comes 
fully  into  force  for  manufacturers  on  Decem- 
ber 1  next  and  for  retailers  on  January  1, 
1944.  Repacking  by  registered  suppliers  of 
controlled  goods,  except  under  licence,  and 
except  by  retailers  into  customers'  own 
containers,  is  prohibited,  and  in  the  latter 
case  the  container  must  be  marked  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  supplier  and  the 
name  of  the  product  prior  to  it  being  sup- 
plied. It  is  understood  the  department  will 
shortly  issue  a  list  of  ""licensed  packers." 
No  person  may  supply  any  goods  as  toilet 
preparations  if,  when  he  acquired  them, 
they  were  not  marked  and  invoiced  in  such 
a  way  as  to  indicate  that  they  were  toilet 
preparations.  Neither  must  they  supply 
goods  as  other  than  toilet  preparations 
believing  them  to  be  required  for  use  as 
such. 

The  Keeping  of  Records 

Both  registered  suppliers  and  retailers 
are  required  to  keep  detailed  accounts  of 
their  purchases  of  raw  materials,  the  quan- 
tities and  kinds  .of  controlled  goods  they 
manufacture,  and  detailed  records  of  sales. 
Manufacturers  will  make  periodical  returns 
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to  the  department  of  their  business,  b 
retailers  (unregistered  but  authorised  su 
pliers)  will  not  need  to  make  such  retun 
It  should,  however,  be  understood  th 
retailers  must  keep  such  records  to  t 
extent  that  each  "supply"  must  be  enter 
up  immediately  the  sale  of  an  "own  lim 
product  has  been  made.  Representati\ 
of  the  department  will  visit  retailers  for  t 
purpose  of  checking  such  records,  and  tes 
will  be  made  from  time  to  time.  For  i 
stance,  an  inspector  may  purchase  over  t 
counter  a  unit  of  an  "own  line"  toilet  pre 
aration  on,  say,  a  Wednesday.  He  m; 
call  back  on  the  Friday  and,  after  disclosi: 
his  identity  and  showing  his  authority,  ask 
see  the  retailer's  record  of  day-to-day  sal 
of  his  own  manufactured  controlled  gooc 
If  the  sale  made  to  him  on  the  previo 
Wednesday  is  n^)t  entered  up  in  its  norm 
order  the  retailer  will  be  liable  to  prosec 
tion.  It  will  not  be  sufficient  to  enter  1 
sales  at  the  end  of  the  day  or  once  a  wee 
the  record  must  be  made  at  the  time  of  sa] 
The  department  is  of  opinion  that  it 
essential  this  rule  should  be  rigidly  adhen 
to  by  retailers. 

Miscellaneous  Regulations 

The  supply  of  hair  preparations  contai 
ing  petroleum  products  by  registered  pe 
sons  is  prohibited  except  under  sped 
licence,  and  these  will  cease  after  Decemb 
31,  1943.  The  supply  of  these  preparatioi 
by  retailers  is  prohibited  after  February  2 
1944.  The  supply  of  controlled  goods  co: 
taining  more  than  one  part  in  200  by  weigl 
of  specified  solvents  is  to  be  prohibited  e: 
cept  under  special  licence  by  registered  su; 
pliers  after  October  31,  1943,  and  by  retaile 
after  December  31,.  1943.  Shampoos,  i: 
eluding  soapless  types,  are  excluded  fro 
the  provisions  of  the  Order.  Shampoos  1 
all  descriptions  are  controlled  under  a 
Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Retaile 
may  freely  supply  calamine  lotion,  ex  thel 
quota  of  £41  13s.  4d.,  but  they  canni 
supply  it  on  a  doctor's  prescription  or  undi 
any  other  circumstance  outside  their  quota!

procuring  a  "noxious  thing "  called  aloes,  it 
was  stated  by  the  prosecution  that  the  pills, 
which  weighed  3f  gr.,  and  contained  ^  gr. 
of  aloes,  were  sold  as  female  corrective  pills. 
Evidence  was  given  by  Professor  Webster, 
director  of  the  West  Midland  Forensic 
Science  Laboratory,  who  stated  that  he  had 
conducted  post-mortem  examinations  on 
girls  who  had  taken  pills  of  this  nature  and 
died  as  a  result  from  abortion.  He  con- 
sidered "not  to  be  taken  by  pregnant 
women,"  so  far  from  acting  as  a  deterrent, 
was  simply  an  advertisement.  In  the 
Huddersfield  prosecution  Dr.  J.  M.  Gibson, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  said  pennyroyal, 
which  had  a  popular  reputation  for  produc- 
ing abortion,  might  produce  this  effect, 
but  the  quantity  in  the  compound  was  so 
small  that  he  doubted  if  it  would  in  this 
case.  His  opinion  was  that  the  ingredients 
would  have  little  effect,  but  that  the  "not 
to  be  taken  "  label  would  cause  some  women 
to  use  the  capsules  in  the  belief  that  they 
would  cause  miscarriage. 

"Warning"  No  Safeguard 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  two  of  the  three 
cases  quoted  medical  evidence  has  been  to 
the  effect  that,  while  the  ingredients  of  the 
preparation  were  virtually  of  no  value  for 
procuring  abortion,  the  prohibitive  label 
would  have  the  opposite  effect  from  that 
apparently  intended.  In  the  Birmingham 
prosecution  too,  Dr.  Webster  held  the  same 
view  as  regards  the  label.  In  Huddersfield 
the  counsel  for  the  defence  argued  the  value 
of  the  prohibition  with  great  ability,  but 
the  stipendiary  was  of  the  same  opinion  as 
the  doctors.  The  effect  is,  therefore,  that  to 
label  female  capsules  with  such  a  warning 
as  has  become  the  custom  is  not  a  safeguard 
against  a  prosecution  for  selling  an  aborti- 
facient,  whether  the  ingredients  are  of  value 
for  the  purpose  or  not.  This  leads  to  an 
interesting  situation.  According  to  the 
evidence  the  only  potent  drug  is  aloes,  yet 
more  than  one  proprietary  on  the  market 
contains  this  ingredient.  Then  if  such 
ingredients  as  the  oils  of  pennyroyal  and 
cajuput  and  iron  carbornate  in  the  amounts 
contained  in  the  products  are  of  no  value 
as  emmenagogues,  is  it  not  in  the  public 
interest  for  legal  action  to  be  taken  against 
the  sellers  under  other  legislation  than  the 
Pharmacy  Act?  Chemists,  too,  may  have 
to  answer  to  >  the  Statutory  Committee, 
and  it  would  perhaps  be  more  discreet  to  do 
as  many  have  already  done,  i.e.  discontinue 
the  sale  of  these  preparations  if  they  are 
harmless,  or  supply  only  on  prescription. 
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STATEMENT  ON  PENICILLIN 


The  Medical  Research  Council  has  issued 
the  following  statement  on  the  present 
position  as  to  the  supply  and  distribution 
of  penicillin,  which  is  "known  in. the  pro- 
fession, and  even  to  some  extent  among  the 
laity"  to  have  remarkable  properties  : — 

In  order  to  extend  and  amplify  the 
pioneer  work  of  Professor  Fleming,  and  of 
Professor  Florey  and  his  colleagues  at 
Oxford,  the  Medical  Research  Council,  at 
the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  last 
March  appointed  a  Committee  on  Clinical 
Trials  of  Penicillin,  which  controls  the 
distribution  of  penicillin  for  purposes  of 
clinical  research,  and  is  instructed  to  employ 
the  present  limited  supplies  to  gain  new 
knowledge  of  the  curative  possibilities  of 
the  drug  rather  than  merely  to  repeat  the 
therapeutic  successes  of  which  it  is  already 
known  to  be  capable.  In  addition  to  a 
quantity  allocated  to  the  War  Office  for 
trial  in  wounds  in  the  Army  overseas, 
supplies  of  penicillin  for  research  into  the 
systemic  treatment  of  selected  infections 
have  been  allocated  to  four  centres  in  this 
country ;  four  others  are  receiving,  or  are 
about  to  receive,  smaller  supplies  for  the 
study  of  local  treatment  only.  It  has  not 
seemed  advisable  at  present  that  these 
centres  should  be  made  generally  known, 
nor  that  an  invitation  should  be  issued  to 
refer  suitable,  cases  to  them,  because  the 
number  of  patients  which  can  be  dealt 
with  are  so  limited  that  this  could  only 
cause  widespread  disappointment. 

The  policy  of  the  therapeutic  trials  now 


proceeding  is  to  treat  conditions 
to  be  susceptible  only  so  far  as  is  nece 
to  define  the  minimum  effective  d 
the  best  methods  of  adniinistratio 
any   factors   not   yet   studied  on 
success  may  depend,  and  to  explor 
possibilities  of  penicillin  treatment  i 
ditions  hitherto  unstudied  from  this 
of  view.

Production  on  a  gr 
increased  scale  is  being  urgently  undert 
both  here  and  in  the  United  States,  b 
both  countries  the  requirements  of 
fighting  services  are  likely  to  absorb 
of  the  outpat  for  some  time  to  come, 
to  name  a  date  when  adequate  supplies 
be  available  for  general  use  is  at  pre 
impossible.

PENICILLIN  RESEARCH  PROGRESS 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  Medical  Research 
Council's  statement  about  penicillin  supplies 
and  distribution  (above),  it  remains  impos- 
sible to  forecast  a  date  on  which  supplies 
of  this  important  bacteriostat  will  be  avail- 
able for  general  use.  Nevertheless,  researches 
upon  penicillin  have  made  considerable 
progress,  and  it  is  as  well  that  chemists 
should  have  some  knowledge  of  the  state  of 
present  knowledge  of  what  may  one  day 
become  a  main  weapon  of  precision  in  the 
physician's  armoury.

fluid,  but  by  means  of  absorption,  distribu- 
tion between*  solvents,  and  reduction,  a 
barium  salt  has  been  obtained,  having  an 
activity  of  450  to  500  units  per  mgm., 
which  appears  homogeneous  by  chroma- 
tographic analysis.  By  elementary  analysis 
an  empirical  formula  has  been  suggested 
for  this  salt,  but  its  structural  formula  is 
necessarily  more  difficult  to  ascertain.  This 
purified  penicillin  completely  inhibits  the 
growth  of  Staph,  aureus  at  a  dilution  of  1 
in  24,000,000  to  30,000,000,  and  is  free 
from  toxic  reactions  as  judged  by  its  effect 
on  leucocytes  or  on  mice  into  which  it  has 
been  injected.  It  is  very  unstable,  and  is 
readily  inactivated  by  treatment  with  acid, 
alkali,  or  by  boiling.  In  the  form  of  the  dried 
barium  salt,  however,  it  keeps  its  anti- 
bacterial power  indefinitely.  Among  other 
substances  having  bactericidal  properties 
and  isolated  from  bacteria  or  fungi  are 
pyocyanase  from  Pseudomonas  aeruginosa; 
tyrothricin  (gramicidin  and  tyrocidin),  iso- 
lated from  Bacillus  brevis  ;  actinomycin  A 
and  B,  isolated  from  A .  antibioticus ;  and 
pro-actinomycin.  A  total  of  ten  saprophytic 
actinomycetes  are  bacteriostatic  in  some 
degree  to  the  Gram-positive  cocci.  Some, 
such  as  tyrocidin  and  pro-actinomycin,  are 
unsuitable  because  they  are  toxic  to  mice 
and  stop  the  movements  of  leucocytes  in 
high  dilution  after  only  a  few  minutes. 
Gramicidin  is  toxic  on  intravenous  injection, 
but  is  less  dangerous  when  applied  locally 
or  injected  subcutaneously  or  intramuscu- 
larly. 

Novel  Type  of  Base 

The  known  facts  about  penicillin  indi^ 
cated  that  a  substance  responsible  for 
certain  reactions  was  a  fundamental  part 
of  the  penicillin  molecule  {see  "Nature," 
1943,  I,  107)  and  that  it  was  a  novel  type 
of  naturally-occurring  base,  for  which  the 
name  penicillamine  was  proposed.  The 
amine  was  obtained  by  hydrolysing  barium 
penicillin  at  ioo°  C.  for  one  hour  by  means 
of  N/10  sulphuric  acid  and  precipitating  it 
from  concentrated  solution  with  mercuric 
chloride.  After  removing  the  mercury  with 
sulphuretted  hydrogen  and  evaporating 
at  room  temperature  under  diminished 
pressure,  a  mass  of  homogeneous  crystals 
was  obtained,  for  which  analysis  gave  the 
formula  C6Hn04N  .  HC1.  The  exceptional 
properties  of  the  compound  include :  Deep 
blue  coloration  with  ferric  chloride  solution ; 
reduction  of  ammoniacal  silver  nitrate 
solution ;  green  colour  with  Fehling's  solu- 
tion ;  and  reduction  of  iodine  in  cold  acid 
solution. 
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Penicillin  Progress  in  America 

In  the  United  States  some  sixteen  com- 
panies are  engaged  in  the  production  of 
penicillin,  but  production  remains  so 
limited  that  supplies  are  available  only  to 
the  few,  despite  Press  claims  that  an  easier 
method  of  manufacturing  the  compound 
has  been  discovered.  Penicillin  has  been 
successfully  employed  in  Service  cases  of 
staphylococcal  infections,  carbuncles,  pneu- 
monia, septicaemia  and  osteomyelitis.  In 
the  Mayo  clinic  (see  C.  6-  D.,  July  24,  p. 
106)  a  continuous  intravenous  drip  of  nor- 
mal saline  or  5  per  cent,  glucose  containing 
10,000  to  20,000  units  per  litre  is  admin- 
istered during  a  period  of  ten  to  twelve 
hours  in  generalised  staphylococcal  infection. 
Five  cases  of  severe  staphylococcal  infection, 
one  case  of  cellulitis  of  mouth  and  tongue 
due  to  a  non-haemolytic  streptococcus, 
and  one  case  of  subacute  bacterial  endo- 
carditis, were  all  treated  similarly  and,  apart 
from  the  patient  ^with  subacute  bacterial 
endocarditis,  made  rapid  and  uninterrupted 
recoveries.  No  toxic  effects  were  recorded 
in  these  cases.

TANNIC  ACID  DANGERS 


Following  reports  received  in  this  country 
of  military  experience  in  the  Middle  East, 
Barnes  and  Rossiter  ("Lancet,"  August  21, 
p.  219)  carried  out,  at  the  request  of  a 
committee  of  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
work  on  possible  toxic  effects  resulting 
from  the  absorption  of  tannic  acid  from 
a  burned  surface.  Results  of  injecting 
solutions  of  tannic  acid  and  sodium  tannate 
totalling  0-25  mils  of  fluid  into  the  tail 
veins  of  mice  and  ear  veins  of  guinea  pigs 
showed  that  tannic  acid  is  almost  equally 
toxic  for  both  animals.  The  fatal  dose  is 
40  mgm.  per  kilo  of  body  weight.  All 
recorded  deaths  occurred  within  forty- 
eight  hours.  It  was  apparent  that  much 
larger  doses  given  intramuscularly  could 
be  tolerated.  The  suggested  reason  is  that 
tannic  acid  and  sodium  tannate,  being 
irritants,  cause  an  acute  inflammatory 
condition  which  delays  absorption. 

Relative  Toxicity  of  Sodium  Tannate 

This  was  supported  by  the  fact  that  so- 
dium tannate,  being  less  irritant  than  tannic 
acid  and  therefore  more  readily  absorbed, 
was  more  toxic to  rats.  Guinea-pigs  burned 
to  the  extent  of  a  quarter  of  the  body  surface, 
and  treated  with  tannic  acid,  had  a  higher, 
mortality  and  greater  loss  in  weight  than  simi- 
lar animals  burned  to  the  same  extent  but  not 


treated  with  tannic  acid.  After  intraven 
artd  intramuscular  injection  of  tannic  3 
the  internal  organs  of  mice,  rats  and  guir 
pigs  gave  a  positive  tannic-staining  reacti 

Effect  on  Large  Surfaces 

Following  application  of  tannic  acid 
large  (one  to  two-thirds  of  the  body  surfa 
fatal  burns  in  guinea-pigs,  the  liver,  lur 
kidney  and  muscle  beneath  the  burns  g;

Scammony  Root  and  Ergot 

The  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  have 
informed  the  Botanical  Drug  Importers' 
Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, 69  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.4, 
that  they  propose  to  recommend  import 
licences  for  a  limited  quantity  of  Mexican 
Scammony  root  during  the  period  ending 
August  31,  1944,  and  have  asked  the  Sec- 
tion to  arrange  with  the  importers  con- 
cerned for  its  importation.  The  Direc- 
torate have  also  informed  the  Section 
that  they  propose  to  recommend  import 
licences  for  a  limited  quantity  of  Ergot  of 
rye  during  the  period  ending  August  31, 
1944.  For  both  purposes  the  Section  will 
be  glad  to  hear,,  not  later  than  Septem- 
ber 8,  from  firms  which  imported  these 
commodities  during  the  years  1937-42. 
By  "imported"  is  meant  arranged  the 
shipment  and  made  payment  to  the  overseas 
supplier. 

Essential  Oils 

The  schedule  of  controlled  prices  for 
American  and  Empire  Essential  Oils 
published  last  week  ^p.  233),  and  repeated 
in  this  issue,  has  attracted  a  good  deal  of 
attention,  presumably  because  of  the  wide 
differences  in  prices  between  these  oils  and 
the  "free''  oils  quoted  on  the  market.  It  is 
pointed  out,  however,  that  users  who  are 
not  given  a  quota  sufficient  for  their 
requirements  may  be  obliged  to  purchase 
the  dearer  oils  until  such  stocks  of  these 
products  are  exhausted.  It  should  be  noted 
that  definite  prices  have  not  yet  been  fixed 
for  oils  from  Empire  sources,  but  the  figures 
given  on  p.  255  represent  the  maximum 
amounts  that  will  be  charged.  A  schedule 
of  prices  of  oils  and  fats  allocated  to  pri- 
mary wholesalers  and  large  trade  users 
during  the  four  weeks  ending  September  25 
has  been  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.
